CHICAGO, Dec. 4—Abolition 
of the Illinois state auditor's of- 
fice, making the state treasurer 
appointed instead of elected and 
enactment of a corrupt practices 
act for Illinois were recom- 
mended today to the Illinois 
Budgetary Commission 


The recommendations were 
made by State Auditor Lloyd 
Morey, Special Assistant At- 
torney General Albert E. Jen- 
ner Jr., and Jenner’s assistant, | 
John S. Rendleman, after an 


extensive study of the $1,400,- 
000 thefts from the state by 
ousted State Auditor Orville E. 
Hodge. 


Abolition of the state audi-— 
tor’s office would be contingent 
on the carrying out of seven 
other recommendations. 


Among these would be the es- 
fablishment of a department of 
financial institutions, headed by 
a director appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and charged with respon- 
sibility for the regulation of fi- 
nancial instittuions presently 
under the auditor. The depart- 
ment would also take over regu- 
lation of small loan companies 
now supervised by the depart- 
ment of insurance. 

Professional Budget Group. 

Activities of the department 
of finance in its capacity as the 
executive agency for the formu- 
lation of the state budget would 
be expanded. The staff of the 
budgetary commission would be 
expanded on a eareer and pro- 
fessional basis and would be 
limited to budget investigation, 
recommendations to the Legis- 
lature and study of state reve- 
nue. 

Responsibilities of the de- 
partment of finance would be 
further enlarged to include 
establishment and enforcement 
of standards of financial ad- 
ministration and making of pro- 
cedural audits of all state agen- 


cies except ce rts, corporate. 
bodies and the L.«:slature. It 
would also establish standards 


for financial all 
state agencics 

Procurement practices would 
be extended by three steps. 
The principle of competitive | 
bidding would be extended to} 
contracts and purchases by all} 
state officers, agencies, boards 
and commissions, many of which 
are not now required to follow! 
this principle. : 

Any construction or remodel-* 
{ng work would require the su- | 
pervision of an architect or} 
engineer whose certificate of | 
satisfactory competition would 
be needed before payments of | 
the work could be made.

The kidnaping of the Hungarian 
Prime Minister Imre Nagy after 
he had left the asylum of the

slavia, as the debate on the 
Hungarian question continued 
today in the United Nations 
General Assembly.

Theft guns 
pointed at the women. 


The women passed the G$o- 
viet Embassy on former Stalin 
street, heavily guarded by tanks 
and troops. About 308 feet fram 
the square they ran into the 
first Russian roadblock manned 
by armored cars and troops, 

‘We Are Not Leaving.’ 

Russian soldiers, in some 
cases, shoved the women back. 
But the women shouted defi- 
antly “we are not leaving.” 

The women, pushing past the 
roadblock, gathered at the cor- 
ners of the square. They 
pressed up to within a fow feet 
of the muzzles of Russiap guns 
and began to sing Hungary's 
national anthem. 

Their high voices carried 
over the square and the old 
song was picked up by women 
on the opposite side, nearly 
1000 feet away. 

Later, a group began recit- 
ing a Hungarian poem by San- 
dor Petoefi, written at the time 
|of the 1848 revolution. It ends 
with the solemn oath, “We shall 
no longer be slaves.” 

The women raised two fin- 
gers of their right hand to 
swear the oath, which they 
shouted into the faces of the 
| Russian soldiers. 

Many of the women carried 
black flags of mourning with 
their flowers.

newsmen, including official

ert M. Brown. 

Mark M. Hennelly, attorney 
for Sarkis, asked Brown if he 
mentioned money in a tele- 
phone conversation with Sarkis 
several days before the bribe 
was paid. Brown said he did. 
At the mention of money. Sar- 
kis seemed to be surprised and 
said: “What money?” Brown 
testified 

Hennelly 
that when

Marbs, a former deputy internal 
revenue collector and now a 
tax consultant who is one of 
the tbree on trial, Sarkis said 
he did not know Marbs.

Told of Receiving $400. 

Testifying for the Govern- 
ment yesterday in United States 
District Judge George H. 
Moore’s court, Brown told of 
being approached by Marbs, 
later by William C. Schulze, a 
suspended internal revenue col- 
lection agent, and finally of re- 
ceiving $400 from Marbs. who 
told him it came from Sarkis. 

Brown said he was first as- 
signed to the Sarkis tax case in 
September, 1954. Sarkis is 
charged with failing to file a 
tax return for 1952. Trial in 
this case has been set for 
Feb. 4 

Several months after Brown 
started working on the case, he 
said, he met Marbs, whom he 
knew, as he entered the Fed- 
eral Building. Marbs to'd 
Brown then he was representing 
Sarkis. This was in February, 
1955. Brown said. 

Approached by Schulze. 

About a- month later, when 
Brown was working in the base- 
ment of the Federal Building, 
making out tax returns for tax- 
payers, Schulze came up to him 
and said he had seen Marbs. 
The latter had asked Schulze 
why the Sarkis returns were 
not marked “no change,” indi- 
cating the returns were accur- 
ate and true. 

“Schulze told me,” the wit- 
ness said. “it would be worth 
$500. Also he told me the $500 
would make a nice down pay- 
ment on a new car. I told him 
I would think it over.” 

Brown said he then told his 
superiors and members of the 
revenue division's intelligence 
unit about the conversations. 
He was advised to “‘play along”’ 
with the alleged bribe offer 

It was late in March 1955 
when Schulze talked to Brown 
again, the agent said. Schulze 
said he had received a tele- 
phone call from Marbs who had 
asked him “if he thought I 
was susceptible to such a deal. 
He said that because of the 
large number of tax cases in 
the courts and under investiga- 


tion, it might pay to think it 


over. He added that knowing 
Marbs he thought everything 
would be all right.” 

Says Marbs Phoned. 

Brown said Marbs telephoned 
and met him on several occa- 
sions and told him the money 
would be delivered as soon as 
a “no change” report was made 
on the Sarkis tax matter and as 
soon as Sarkis received a letter 
from the bureau to that effect. 

Most of the telephone conver- 
sations with Marbs were re- 
corded on tape recorders, by 
stenographers, or other agents, 
it was testified. 

During several of the conver- 
sations, Marbs complained that 
Sarkis was dissatisfied with the 
arrangements and wanted a “no 
change” letter in his hands be- 
fore turning over the money.

SURVEY DISCLOSES 
18 PCT. IN U.S. JOBS | 
HERE ARE NEGROES | 


Eighteen per cent of the 25.,- 
147 federal employes: in St. 
Louis are Negroes, a presiden- 
tial committee reported today 
following a survey of racial 
patterns of employment in the 
Federal Government in five 
major cities. There are 4564 
Negroes employed by the Fed- 
eral Government here. 

In the five cities—St. Louis. 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Mobile 
and Washington—23.4 per cent 
of all federal employes are Ne- 


groes, 43 per cent of them hold | 


so-called white collar jobs and 


Oo per cent are in supervrisory | 


posts. 

Maxwell Abbell, chairman of 
the committee, said the survey 
turned up two facts of partic- 
ular significance. One is that 
Negroes are employed by the 
Government well “above their 
ratio to the total population,” 
which is 11 per cent, nationally, 
and about 13 per cent localiy. 
“Negroes are by no means con- 
fined to menial jobs or to the 
lower grades of employment,” 
Abbell said. 

In Washington, the survey 
showed, there is a total of 198.- 
883 federal employes. Of these 
48.536, or 24.4 per cent are 
Negroes; of the 15,354 total in 
Mobile, 2387 or 15.5 per cent 
are Negroes; of the 61,515 to- 
tal in Chicago, 17,535, or 28.5 
per cent are Negroes and of the 
48,957 in Los Angeles, 8741 or 
18 per cent are Negroes.

The Board of Education al- 
ready has spent $552,673 more 
than it had anticipated for capi- 
tal improvements ~in the St. 
Louis public schools system ap- 
proved by the voters last year, 
Auditor Thor Bruce announced 
today in a report which made it 
clear that the $16,395,000 1955 
bond issue program was based 
on cost estimates that are too 
low. 

Mrs. Edward M. Harrington, 
a member of the board's com- 
munity planning committee, ex- 
pressed alarm on receiving the 
report of bond issue expendi- 
tures té date. 

“At this rate the 
program will have to be 
tailed,’ she stated. “The 
estimates apparently were 
realistic.”

DemowWtion of buildings and 
other steps in preparing sites 
for new school buildings has 


cost $175,000 more than was es- 
timated. Expanding the yards 
at six elementary schools, which 
the planners thought would 
average $75,000 per addition, 
has cost $137,586 more than ex- 
pected. 


An addition at Southwest High | 


School, cost of which was esti- 
mated at $352,000, has required 
expenditure of an additional 
$156,892. Building Commissioner 
George Fletcher attributed this 
to the rising cost of labor and 
meterials. 

Addition of eight rooms at 
the Emerson School cost $28.725 
more than the estimate. The 
school auditor said this might 
serve aS a guide in estimating 
the cost of building more units 
at primary schools. 

Administrative expenses of 
the bond issue program were 
overlooked when the program 
was drawn up. Auditor Bruce 
said the fee for a bond attorney 
and other administrative costs 
have amounted to $17,000. 

After the $16,395.000 program 
was approved by the voters on 
May 26, 1955, the Board of 
Education decided to use some 
of the bond issue funds for 
much-needed lighting improve- 
ments, and $39,000 has been 
spent for this purpose, although 
illumination changes were not 
originally contemplated as. a 
bond issue project. 

On one project the Board of 
Education managed to save a 


little money, the report said.

Epstein reported the commis- 
sions as personal income, the 
Government alleged, whereas 
they should have been reported 
as part of the automobile con- 
cern’s income since they were, 
in effect, part of a series of 
transactions negotiated with 
people buying cars. 

Testifying personally, Epstein 
told the court he made the in- 
surance sales himself and car- 
ried out the transactions in his 
own name, using a separate 
bank account. He said his in- 
surance business included sale 
of policies and renewals on au- 
tomobiles not sold by the auto- 
mobile concern. 

The Government held the au- 
tomobile concern paid $55,489 
income taxes for 1951 and 
should have paid $58,350. For 
1952, the Government said the 
company paid $21,667 and 
should have paid $26,132. Ep- 
stein surrendered his Chevrolet 
franchise.

Telephone communications 
with Pecs in southern Hungary 
were still cut today and a re- 
liable source said about 1000 
insurgents still were fighting 
Russian troops in that mining 
area.

The workers, through 
the formation of councils on the 
Titoist pattern, have been de- 
manding a greater voice in pol- 
icy-making than is accorded in 
any “people’s democracy.” 

In Moscow the Soviet Com- 
munist party paper Pravda yes- 
terday accused officials of the 
United States and Austria in 
Budapest of helping arm Hun- 
gary’s rebels. 

The paper linked the move- 
ments of a United States assist- 
ant military attache it identified 
as “Capt. Glisson” with the or- 
ganization of an anti-Communist 
plot. (The assistant military at- 
tache in Budapest is Capt. 
Thomas R. Gleason Jr. It 
charged that the Austrian em- 
bassy in Budapest was a center 


for the distribution of arms 
brought in by Americans in 
automobiles with red cross 


markings. 


Virtually All of Provincial Hun- 
gary Out of Red Control. 


The New Y k Hera Trimune-I Dispatch

VIENNA, Dec. 4— Virtually 
all of provincial Hungary is out 
of control of the Soviet occupa- 
tion troops and the Moscow- 
dominated regime of Premier 
Janos Kadar, a diplomat arriv- 


ing from Budapest reported 
yesterday. 
The source, who recently 


made a trip through provincial 
areas of Hungary, said only a 
few of the Mrger cities were 
actually “controlled” by the 
Red army. Administratively, the 
country as a whole had not re- 
sponded at all to Kadar’s effort 
to re-establish some semblance 
of government. 

Instead, the informant said, 
practically the whole country- 
side was under the complete 
control of well-armed revolu- 
tionaries. From other sources 
it was learned that at least 
three areas are shaping up as 
organized resistance centers. 
They are: one, in the Bakony 
mountains west of Budapest; 
two, at Vertes, near the Tata- 
banjja coal fields northwest of 
the capital, and three, at Mis- 
kole, Hungary’s largest steel 
center about half way between 
Budapest and the country’s bor- 
der with Russia. 

(The United Press reported a 
former official of the Hungarian 
Foreign Ministry now in Vienna 
said yesterday that Peter Kos, 
the Hungarian minister’ to 
Washington, is a Russian-born 
Soviet citizen. 

(The charge was made by 
Laszlo Helmeczy, a political ex- 


pert in the England-America 
section of the Hungarian For- 
eign Ministry until he fled to 


freedom in Australia last week. 

(Kos, in addition to being 
minister to Washington, has 
been Hungary's chief delegate 
to the United Nations since 
May 30, 1956. 

(When the Hungarian rebel- 
lion installed Titoist Imre Nagy 
as Premier, one of Nagy’s first 
actions was to dismiss Kos from 
the Foreign Ministry. Kos won 


back his job when Janos Kadar 
took over the premiership from

Attorney General Brownell] 
declined to say whether the. 
company’s action will terminate 
the investigation, but he as- 
serted in a formal statement: 

“The Department of Justice 
welcomes the announcement by 
G.M. of its abolition of the deal- 
er advertising fund. This step 
should help to eliminate some 
of the sources of friction be- 


tween dealer and manufac- 
turer.” 

The department announce- 
ment described G.M., once 


headed by Defense Secretary 
Charles Wilson, as the largest 
single advertiser in the United 
States. The department said 
(;. M. is reported to spend about 
$70,000,000 of its own funds 
annually on advestising and 
“allegedly required its dealers 
to contribute an additional $90,- 
000,000 to the advertising 
budget.” 

G.M.’s Friday announcement 
said that henceforth dealer con- | 
tributions to the advertising 
fund would be eliminated and 
the company would refund to | 
each dealer the unspent portion 
of the fund. 


The company said the factory 
list price of its cars would be 
raised, however. G.M. said the 
retail price of its cars probably 
won't change much. Although 
the factory list prices will in- 
crease, the corporation said the 
dealer’s advertising costs al- 
ready are represented in the 
retail price. 

The Justice Department noted 
that when President Eisenhower 
on Aug. @ signed into law a bill | 
giving auto dealers the right to | 
sue manufacturers for coercion | 
or “bad faith” cancellation of | 
franchises, he directed the de- 
partment to “review the condi- 
tions in the industry which 
brought about the demand for 
the legislation.” 

Brownell said the department 
launched an investigation ofgthe

ers that G.M. had used the fund 
to require adherence to factory 
established resale prices and 
had controlled dealer advertis- | 
ing.

The first of these concerns 
American foreign policy—has it 
come to rely on the United Na- 
tions too much? 


The second issue concerns the 
U.N. itself—is it adequate for 
the tasks being set for it to do? 

Perhaps the two questions 
are in fact one. In any event, 
as one of the men whose job 
it is to “‘call the signals” for the 
American delegation put it— 
“the task is not too much for 
the U.M., if it is understood 
clearly what the U.N. can do.” 

It cannot be. emphasized 
enough, by this view, that the 
U.N. — especially the General 
Assembly — cannot “enforce 
compliance” with anything. It 
can, even technically, only rec- 
ommend, 

In fact, the General Assembly 
can do nothing but to serve as 
a lieas—focusing world public 
opinion on problems and issues. 
Or, to put it another way, the 
U.N., in its present state, is a 
public relations instrument.” 

Even the U.N. “police force” 
in the Middle East, an Ameri- 
Said, is not a 
“force” at all. It is a symbol 
of world opinion, and no more. 
In an @pen clash of forces, it 
could not hope to stand up to 
the awmed forces of any third- 
rate nation. 

Public Relations 

In Hungary, the same diplo- 
mat continued, the value of the 
resolutions passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the value of 
the new resolution setting a 
Friday deadline for admission 
of U.N. observers—and.the val- 
ue of whatever subsequent ac- 
tion is taken in the Hungarian 
situation—must each be judged 
by its “public relations” effect. 

It is, however, precisely at 
this point that the difficulty 
arises. 

Senator Humphrey put his 
finger on the trouble when he 
asked: “‘What good is the United | 
Nations if we can only enforce 
action against our friends?” 

For the fact is—and no re-

Democracies, by the nature of

Retreat From Suez 


The United States has won a point in the Mid- 
die East. Britain and France have bowed to the 
wishes of Washington and the United Nations, in 
agreeing to withdraw their troops from Suez 
“without delay.” 

But the fact that they were under prodding 
from their ally and other “anti-colonial” powers, 
as well as Russia, has not made the Western 
allies enthusiastic about withdrawal. Even Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, while taking a rosy view of 
peace prospects, speaks of the “deterioration of 
relations” with Britain. 

Mr. Dulles blames this deterioration on “mis- 
understandings which are gradually being clari- 
fied.” One of the misunderstandings is the Amer- 
ican persistence in regarding the invasion of 
Suez as an adventure in pure colonialism, and 
the resentment of Britons in finding themselves 
so judged. For Britons do not regard themselves 
as colonialists, and can point to this record: 

India — — — 1947 Burma — — 1948 

Pakistan — — 1947 Rhodesia — 1953 

Ceylon — — 1948 Sudan — — 1956 

These are former British colonies which have 
been freed from colonial status in a short dec- 
ade. Egypt itself became independent in 1936, 
and two other nations with a role in the Middle 
Eastern crisis—Israel and Jordan—grew out of 
Britain's Palestine mandate. 

So it is that Britain can regard herself as a 
colonizer turned anti-colonial. John Allan May, 
writing to The Christian Science Monitor from 
London, says that “most of the differences inside 
the West result from beliefs about colonialism 
rather than from actualities.” 

Now that the United States has helped to in- 
duce its allies to retreat from Suez, it is time 
to clarify such misunderstandings, to face up to 
the present actualities and, as Secretary Dulles 
says, to restore unity in the West. Colonialism is 
not an issue. The British-French attack on Egypt 
was a lamentable mistake not for this reason 
but because it sought to substitute force for 
negotiation, because it by-passed the United 
Nations, and because it risked world war for 
national objectives that must, by the free world 
at least, be pursued in peaceful ways. 

At Suez the allies are not retreating from a 
colony, but from the commercial life-line of 
Western Europe. It remains clogged and inse- 
cure. The United States has already learned 
what Suez means to Europe, since closure of the 
canal compelled a costly emergency oil supply 
program. And it will take four to six months and 
many millions of dollars to clear the canal of 
sunken ships, even when Col. Nasser agrees. 

Meanwhile Col. Nasser refuses to talk with 
Israel, and only a thin contingent of United Na- 
tions troops will remain in the Middle East to 
try to keep enemies apart, or to try to restore a 
status quo which proved too dangerous to be 
worth restoration. 

Unity with our allies now requires peaceful 
action by the United States to achieve what they 
so haplessly sought by force. Those objectives 
are a canal open to all nations as a secure road 
for oil and trade to Europe, and a peace settle- 
ment guaranteeing Israel’s existence. If the 
United States was firm with its allies, it can be 
no less firm with the recalcitrant Arab states. 
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P.S. to a Warning 

So far as he went, St. Louis County Demo- 
cratic Chairman Deveraux produced a timely 
and intelligent warrting at the party’s “victory” 
dinner the other night.

A change is 
clearly indicated. 

If the Democrats would take the lead in the 
campaign for reform they would gain the sup- 
port of a great body of independent voters and 
even a substantial number of Republicans. There 
is no Democratic or Republican way to admin- 
ister the county, and more and more voters are 
realizing that every day. Mr. Deveraux and his 
party will benefit both themselves and the coun- 
ty as a whole by a clear and unequivocal stand 
for Charter reform. 
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If Budapest Says ‘No’ 

In the Hungarian puppet regime’s refusal to 
admit United Nations observers, the interna- 
tional organization is up against the dark side 
of the coin of sovereignty. Those who now have 
a precarious hold on authority in Budapest— 
backed by Red tanks—insist that the rising 
against Communist domination is an internal af- 
fair and so no concern of the U.N. If geography 
is the only standard for judgment they are, of 
course, right. . 

Morality is outraged, however, by the thought 
that a mere line on a map can be a defense for 
brutality, that crimes may be investigated only 
with the consent of the criminal. Yet while C. W. 
A. Schurmann of The Netherlands, speaking for 
the backers of the latest note to Budapest, said 
that a “decisive step” will have to be considered 
when its Friday deadline is reached, few states- 
men are ready to ignore sovereignty, no matter 
how hateful those who exercise it. The estab- 
lishment of such a precedent would invite more 
trouble in the future than it could cure in the 
present. 

It would be possible, for example, to raise the 
question of the legitimacy of the present Hun- 
garian government. Or it might be argued that, 
despite agreements between Budapest and Mos- 
cow, the participation of Russian forces makes 
the situation an international one. Yet if these 
arguments were not accepted in Budapest, the 
U.N. could implement them only by force or by 
other sanctions. 

Force is out of the question for practical rea- 
sons and because it might well mean a spreading 
war. Economic sanctions would have to be con- 
sidered with the utmost caution lest they bring 
more hunger and misery to the Hungarian peo- 
ple. Expulsion of the Hungarian representative 
from the U.N. might be less fruitful than having 
him at hand to hear his masters denounced. The 
refusal of ambassadors to present their creden- 
tials could have psychological value as a gesture 
of disapproval, but it would deprive other na- 
tions of one of their few devices for getting first- 
hand information. 

All this, however, does not mean that the ob- 
server plan has been ineffectual. Already the 
Hungarian regime has offered to discuss mat- 
ters with U.N. General Secretary Dag Hammars- 
kjold in Rome or New York “without delay” and 
in Budapest at “a later date.” This counter-offer 
is transparent, but it does show that the Commu- 
nists are worried about the effect of their refus- 
al. As a matter of fact, the U.N. and everybody 
else already knows enough—if not all—about 


what happened in Hungary. This has been suffi- 
cient to bring about condemnation even by such 
neutrals as India’s Nehru. 

Since the Communists have been wooing world 
opinion so ardently, it is just possible that they 
may respect it to the extent of abating their ex- 
cesses. They should not be pushed toward new 
outrages by get-tough talk which cannot be im- 
plemented. Admittedly it is difficult to maintain 
a calm prudence in the face of an atrocity. Yet 
the task of real statesmanship is not the gratifi- 
cation of emotions, but the search for a lasting 
settlement. While that is being sought, the rest 
of the world must do all it can to mitigate Hun- 
garian suffering. 
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But Depletion Ralls Along 


May taxpayers look to a reduction of their 
income taxes any time soon? It does not seem 
likely. The Administration has reacted bearishly 
to the tax-cut proposal of six northern and west- 
ern Democrats, and refers to increased expendi- 


tures for defense because of the Middle Eastern . 


and European crises. 

Meanwhile the oil depletion allowance, which 
exempts oil producers from paying income tax 
on the first 274% per cent of income, continues 
to support Texas oil millionaires in the Arabian 
Nights style to which they are accustomed. By 
a strange coincidence this tax is estimated to 
cost the United States Treasury the same amount 
as the yield of the excise taxes which Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Harrington wants to 
make a permanent burden on all taxpayers. 
That same $750,000,000 also would purchase a 
modest amount of defense, or afford some in- 
come tax relief. 

The oil depletion allowance, though there is 
sense in it, has grown through excesses and 
loopholes into a fantastic injustice. The justifi- 
cation for any such allowance at all is that oil 
exploration and development are hazardous busi- 
nesses but necessary to national welfare and 
security. An allowance, it is argued, is there- 
fore justified to enable the producer to recoup 
his losses. 

As it stands, however, the law enables oil 
producers to avoid taxes they should be paying 
and to “recoup” millions they never had before. 
Twenty-seven and a half ptr cent is too high. 
Worse still, the exemption goes on endlessly 
after losses have already been recouped, and 
applies to income having nothing to do with oil. 
So legendary has this folly become that it forms 
the basis of some wry joking in the motion pic- 
ture “Giant,” a portrait of Texas from Edna 
Ferber’s novel. 

President Truman urged closing the loopholes 
of the depletion allowance. Every Treasury Sec- 
retary except Mr. Humphrey for the last quarter- 
century has urged scaling it down. Whatever is 
done about reducing income taxes for the many, 
the depletion allowance should be brought with- 
in rational bounds. A little tax relief for general 
delivery might then appear in brighter prospect. 
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An Unlit Shadow 

A ruling by the Federal Power Commission 
still leaves unlighted the shadowland of authori- 
ty in which the Senate has put the Niagara River 
power issue. 

In a treaty with Canada concerning that river 
in 1950, the Senate reserved to itself authority 
to determine how power was to be developed 
there. 

Such authority is customarily wielded by the 
FPC. In the Niagara case there was some appar- 
ent justification for keeping the authority at the 
disposal of the Senate, since a treaty was in- 
volved and the Senate is the final authority in 
the ratification of treaties. 

In principle the procedure was questionable, 
since it confused the legislative function of the 
Senate with the regulatory function of -the exec- 
utive branch of the Government. Furthermore, 
it could not but impair the FPC by whittling 
away authority. 

In practice the procedure has proved as ques- 
tionable as it was in principle. The Senate has 
exercised its reserved power confusedly and 
with protracted waste of time. 

A Supreme Court decision, if one is obtain- 
able, might constructively clarify the line of de- 
marcation between the legislative and executive 
branches in the regulation of electric power pro- 
duced under the terms of treaties. The subject 
may give rise to vexations again, for power pro- 
duction on international rivers is becoming a 
growing issue, and particularly on our Canadian 
border.

A Rebuke to Mr. Bader 


Excise Commissioner Arthur H. Bader has 
drawn a well-deserved rebuke from the Circuit 
Court grand jury. That body declared he had 
been lax in determining whether applicants for 
liquor licenses enjoyed good moral character. 

Lax is certainly right. As the Post-Dispatch 
has disclosed, some St. Louis tavern operators 
retained liquor licenses despite long police rec- 
ords and repeated violations of city liquor laws 
and regulations. Neither Mr. Bader nor the of- 
fice of the state liquor control supervisor, Hollis 
M. Ketchum, has shown the brand of aggressive- 
ness in enforcement that the public interest 
demands. 

Mr. Bader’s immediate supervisor in the mu- 
nicipal chain of command is Public Safety Di- 
rector Joseph Sestric, and Mr. Sestric is an ap- 
pointee of and directly responsible to Mayor 
Tucker. So Mr. Bader’s failures reflect adverse- 
ly on both of his superiors. Their reaction has 
been a statement of policy that in effect re- 
quires sterner action from Mr. Bader. Mr. Bader 
has agreed to implement it, and that is fine. But 
Mr. Sestric is responsible for seeing that his 
Excise Commissioner acts up to the agreement.

Oh, English is a 
wonderful mistress, holding as she does the 
keys to grandeur and to hate, a real queen, a 
veritable Gloriana.

Treat India 


Constant frosty criticism is wrong way to help great Asian 
nation along democratic path, writer says; Communism is work- 
ing hard to win there; instead of treating Nehru as a nui- 
sance, U.S. should bolster his confidence in way of freedom.

India still continues its chosen way: 
talking, explaining, educating, persuad- 
ing, voting. The hope is that slow as 
this way is, there will be time. The 
bewildering question about all this 
for the American Christian is why his 
Government is so cool to the whole 
valiant effort that so obviously ought 
to have our instant encouragement. 

The stories hereabouts of Secretary 
Dulles’s shouting browbeating of Nehru 
on his first official visit to New Delhi 
are as hair-raising 
as they are authen- 
ticated. Evangel- 
ists and other dis- 
tinguished tourists 
briefed by our 
State Department 
before their trip 
report unanimously 
after their visit 
that they do not 
find India or Neh- 
ru anything like 
what their Wash- 
ington advisers 
told them to ex- 
pect. There is 
some kind of blind 
spot operating here. 

Some of our official reticence may 
stem from the fact that Nehru’s person- 
ality offends some of our officials. 
This is not hard to understand, since 
Nehru is given to a kind of lofty lec- 
turing of his international colleagues 
that is altogether maddening. But in 
matters of such moment as the course 
of the nations, personal likes and dis- 
likes are utterly irrelevant. 


*‘Have You Seen India?’ 


Is it Nehru’s Socialism that holds us 
aloof? But what. alternative is there? 
Have you seen India? Do you know 
what has to be done? Can you honestly 
ever imagine that just happening? 


The necessity for central planning 
and control in India is not in question 
—only who shall plan and what shall 
be the nature of control. Informed 
non-Socialists should be grateful for 
the dominance in India of a leader and 
a party who are going about. the plan- 
ning business with the scruples and re- 
straints of Nehru and the Congress par- 
ty. Necessarily land reform is lagging 
right now because the Parliament is 
loath to confiscate for redistribution 
large holdings without compensation. 

At the time of Nasser’s nationaliza- 
tion of the Suez canal, Nehru told a 
great crowd in Delhi, “. . . the way 
Egypt hold of the Suez canal was 
not our Way. We follow a different 
way.” These are not the statements or 
the actions of the kind of Socialism that 
rive roughshod over private sensibil- 

es, 


After Nehru—The Deluge 


Thinking about vast and turbulent 
India must begin by recognizing the 
necessity of some kind of planning, 
some kind of control. Irresponsible 
thinking may suggest that there is a 
laissez faire alternative. There is not. 
The only real alternative is in the dia- 
meterically opposite corner: totalithr- 
ianism. Free-enterprise Americans 
ought to be th all the forces of 
the universe that India is led by a man 
who believes in state controls but who 
is almost painfully scrupulous about 
the rights of private property. 

Yet officially America goes on talking 
as if Nehru were a nuisance. Don’t be 
deceived: after him, the deluge. For 
very different reasons the American 
capitalist ought to be praying with the 
American missionary who told me in 
dead seriousness, “Every night we all 
pray that Nehru will live forever!” 


Another probable reason for Nehru’s 
bad press in the United States is his 
support of Communist China. For per- 
suasive sections of our journalism there 
is no heresy like this one. The lo 
evidently is that because India’s lea 
has an unpopular or even 4 wrong view

on China, we must by our frosty con- 
tempt toward him risk losing India as 
we lost China from our friendship. 
That may make sense to some editors, 
but not to this one. 


There is no denying that Pandit 
Nehru and his nation often make it 
hard for us to be enthusiastic about 
them. Their single-minded devotion to 
crying anathema on our brand of colo- 
nialism and their singular blindness to 
the treacherous Russian variety are ad- 
mittedly hard to stomach.” 


Balance against that, however, the 
recent Nehru wrath against Commu- 
nists in India for their lack of con- 
structive principle and program, add in 
the authentically reported Nehru anger 
with Krishna Menon for letting himself 
be jockeyed into alignment with Russia 
at the first London Suez conference, 
make allowances for the lingering emo- 
tional effects of the doctrinaire Social- 
ism of his schooldays and the Gandhian 
pacifism of his early maturity—and it 
is easier to account for and to under- 
stand the whole situation. 


The Drift to the East 


Whatever your resentments and 
whatever their source, their entertain- 
ment is now too expensive to be borne. 
We should throw in with Nehru and 
with India with everything we have. 
Simple political pragmatics requires it, 
if nothing else. 

You can almost feel the sickeninr 
swift currents that hasten India’s drifi 
to the East. The week I was in Delhi. 
four Russian trade missions were there. 
Yesterday’s 1 per cent trade with the 
Communist bloc is today’s 27 per cent. 
To the north there is the enormous and 
enviable industrial expansion of China, 
exerting powerful allure: the tempta- 
tion to take the same fatal short cuts 
in India. 


All this is the more dangerous to 
truth and freedom in India since the 
continuance of two caste systems there 
predisposes an important part of the 
nation’s mind to approve help from any 
quarter against historically anti-dem- 
ocratic elements. ‘The ancient Hindu 
castes are now restricted by law, of 
course. But the caste assumptions of 
millennia are not rooted out in one 
decade by legislative action. 


Need for Open-Handed Support 


Underdog resentments make the 
usual fertile soil for Communist sow- 
ing. whole case is not helped from 
our point of view by the limitations 
still placed on the freedom of the labor 
movement in India. The successive five- 
year plans control labor so closely that 
grievances mulch the ground for Com- 
munist seeding. 


There is a long list of elements work- 
ing in favor of the totalitarian option 
in India. More the bewilderment then 
when an American. sees his politicians 
and journalists sniping and sneering at 
the very man and government who are 
valiantly—and, we must pray, not vain- 
ly—struggling to stem the ominous tide. 


In India as' everywhere in fe world, 
the real hope lies in open-handed sup- 
port to every force in every nation 
working for the life and t of free- 
dom—not in order to get them on our 
side, not to gét them to choose us, but 
because we would bolster in them the 
confidence we share with them in the 
systems and methods of freedom. De- 
mocracy here and everywhere needs a 
little less protection and whale of a lot 
more aggression.

Between Book Ends 


Seven Lovers, Four Worlds 


THE FACTS OF LOVE, by Stenley Beron. (Har- 
court, Brace, 256 pgs., $3.50.) 

In his new novel, Stanley Baron hop- 
scotches between four capitals, Paris, 
London, Rome and Washington and cuts 
across four worlds, the worlds of Art, 
Society, Diplomacy and the Theater. 
However, in the area of human emo- 
tion, he confines himself to a consid- 
eration of the many aspects of love, or, 
more precisely, love affairs. He gathers 
together seven eligible affection-seekers 
and shuffles them around until some of 
them settle into appropriate arms. 

His hero, a U.S. foreign service diplo- 
mat, has his eye on three women of 
contrasting types — Lucy Forlane, a 
flower of soft, impulsive American 
womanhood, Isobel March, an actress, 
worldly but honest, and Marianne 
Croyden, a sophisti- 
cated woman-about 
London. For com- 
petition, there are 
a Frenchman, Dan- 
iel Nordale, an un- 
conventional lover 
and painter, the ac- 
quisitive Earl of 
Basking and Victor 
Widgett, a bachelor 
with all the an- 
swers. There is no 
point in elaborating 
on the social inter- 
play of this cast. 
So much of it is

appears conversation is impossible 
without liquid punctuation, 
Mr. Baron writes well. From page 


one, there is the impression that 6ne 
is reading an unfamiliar chapter of 
Ernest Hemingway’s “The Sun Also 
Rises.” This is a complimentary com- 
parison, but seems indicated. Mr. Baron 
has unusual skill at expressing feelings 
that are nearly too subtle and sub- 
merged to be expressed. He achieves 
this subjective feat in spite of the ob- 
jective, even detached manner in which 
he observes his characters. By writing 
the book in the first person, he some- 
times gives the impression that the 
narrator is merely a spectator at his 
own love affairs. 

Baron himself rejects “facts” for 
love—“. . . the emotions are anything 
but neat. They’re more likely to be 
elusive, messy and infinitely variable.” 
The word “facts” implies a measure of 
eertainty and Baron’s people forever 
suffer doubts and misgivings. They are 
never involved in conclusive love or 
eternal devotion. If they were, they 
would perhaps less accurately reflect 
life. Indeed, the book does not seek 
out facts of any nature. It calls upon 
the reader to recognize and recall the 
intricate and delicate fancies of one 
person bidding for the love of another. 

Mr. Baron’s study is on the light 
side, but indicates a great capacity for 
observation and a knack for expressing 
an entire situation in a single, pene- 
trating stroke. The emotions he de- 
scribes are mostly in pastel shades, 
pique, boredom, amusement, chagrin. 
For his next novel, we suggest a more 
earthly palette.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (UP) | 


-—When man first split the 
atom. he set loose on earth a 


deadly new poison—radiostron- | 


tium. 

Since then enough Strontium- 
99 has been shot into the at- 
mosphere to destroy every per- 
son on earth if it reached them 


directly, but by the time 
settles years hence it will be 
spread so thinly over the 


earth's surface no one will get 
a fatal or even damaging dose. 

About 40 pounds of SR-90 
have been spewed into the stra- 


tosphere by super-bomb tests 
to date 
It has been estimated that 


less than 32 pounds of the poi- 


son would be enough to inflict | 


slow death on all humans should 
it reach them directly. 

Radiostrontium has been 
drifting down slowly over the 
world since the first giant bomb 
test in 1952. The bones of every 
human being contain detectable 
traces of it. 

But there is no evidence what- 
ever that SR-90 has yet sickened 
anyone or is likely to as a re- 
sult of tests to date. All that 
is known of radiostrontium’s 
deadliness was learned from ex- 


periments with animals or de- | 


duced from the long-studied ef- 
fects of chemically-similar radi- 
um. 

A ‘Bone-Seeker.’ 

Like radium. if it gets inside 
the body SR-90 is a “‘bone-seek- 
er.”’ Tiny amounts injected into 
laboratory animals invariably 
cause bone cancer. 

An all-out nuclear war with 
weapons like some of the giant 
bombs now in the United States 


and Soviet stockpiles would be | 


@ catastrophe to mankind from

the standpoint of radiostrontium 
‘poisoning alone. 

| Jt is generally agreed also 
that sharp jump in the rate of 
big bomb testing could imperil 
humanity. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby, physi- 
cist member of the Atomic En- 
-ergy Commission, has estimated 
‘that tests could go on safely for 
a century at the average world 
‘rate of the past two years— 
one-eighth that for the year 
1954, the biggest year for test- 
ing. 

For every 100 atoms split in 
a bomb, or nuclear reactor, 3.7 
of the new atoms will be SR-90. 
|It took enough. splitting a’loms 
to equal 24 megatons of TNT in 
explosive power to produce the 
40 pounds of SR-90 now hover- 
ing in the stratosphere. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, while not denying radio- 
| strontium’s potential deadliness, 
has cited scientific reports that 
nobody is being hurt by the 
‘tests. Some scientists accepted 
‘these findings, others did not 
They disputed over the immi- 
nence of the  radiostrontium 
“peril-point.” 

An ordinary atomic bomb ex- 
plosion produces 2.2 pounds of 
“fission products” as intensely 
bradioactive for one minute as a 
‘million tons of radium. 

The United States is said to 
have exploded at least one bomb 
whose radioactivity for 60 sec- 
‘onds was 500 times “hotter” 
than that. 

These fission products vary 
in the nature, intensity and 
duration of their individual 
radiations. Some of the “hottest” 
decay to harmlessness in less 
than a millionth of a second 
Some remain active for thou- 
sands of years.

NEITHER SNOW nor sleet nor gloom of night~ 
but only occasional lapses of memory—will keep these 
couriers from the swift completion of their appointed 
rounds, I keep saying.

EW women are sure which 
F shoe styles are most becom- 

ing to them. I receive many 
letters asking about this. While 
cases differ there are some gen- 
eral rules and _ suggestions 
which you can use as guides. 

In the first place never buy 
shoes in a hurry. If you get a 
clerk who makes you feel this 
way go to another store. Also 
it is better to buy shoes in the 
afternoon than in the morning, 
or at least after you have been 
on your feet for some time. The 
feet often are larger after you 
have been on them for a while.

ONE FOOT is usually larger 
than the other. Try the shoes 
on the larger of the two. Then 
put both shoes on and walk 
about a bit. In order to know 
what a pair of shoes does for 
you, look into a _ full-length 
mirror ‘before you decide. This 
is essential when buying shoes 
or hats. 

If your instep is low, high-cut 
shoes will be attractive and 
comfortable. If you have a 
high instep, the opposite will be 
true. 

If your foot is long, a buckle 
or some decoration on the toe 
of the shoe will make your foot 
look shorter. 

If your foot is short,’a shoe 
with plain lines, or with a V 
or low cut will be flattering. 

Solid white shoes make the 
feet look larger. Buy those 
which have combination color- 
ing, such as white and brown or 
white and black or white and 
navy blue.

BEWARE of open toe shoes 
which make the toes look de- 
formed. Toes are not pretty to 
start with, not many of them, 
anyway. 

Ankle strap shoes should be 
worn only by women who have 
extremely slim ankles.

Also, to those 
to whom two eggs were served 
instead of the fortified milk, a 
high level of efficiency was 
maintained. The final group 
ate ‘the same basic breakfast 
with eggs or fortified milk and 
larger amounts of toast and jam 
and efficiency stayed high once 
more. 

All the groups were given the 
same lunch—a cream cheese 
sandwich on whole wheat bread 
and a glass of whole milk. The 
groups who had only coffee or 
coffee and doughnuts whose 
blood sugar was low in the 
morning had an increase for 
only a few minutes after lunch 
—then their level of cheerful- 
ness and efficiency fell to a 
low level and lasted throughout 
the afternoon. Those who had 
included eggs or fortified milk 
in their breakfast showed a high 
blood sugar and efficiency all 
afternoon. What you eat for 
breakfast therefore, can be the 
determining factor of how you 
feel and what you produce all 
day.

that the dangerous gases that 
are the result of the fuel burn- 
ing are being circulated into 
the house. 


In a properly maintained 
heating system there is no way 
for these gases to enter the 
heat distribution system. They 
pass from the’fire pot up the 
stove pipe d eventually out 
the chimney: 


Things can and do happga, 
however, that allow these furties 
to enter the heat distribution 
system. 

Sometimes a portion of the 
heating plant will be so dam- 
aged by rust that the gases can 
flow out of the firepot into the 
distribution system. Many of 
the older warm air furnaces 
were made up of several sec- 
tions. These sections were put 
together and a special furnace 
cement used to make the joints 
between sections air tight. In 
time this joint cement will fail 
and when it does the gases 
from the firepot can flow into 
the jacket and from here into 
the ducts. 


If you are ever bothered by 
smoke, soot or odors coming up 
through the registers you 
should call in a qualified serv- 
ice man at once. A leaky heat- 
ing system is very dangerous 
and is nothing to fool around 
with or to, put off doing some- 
thing about for a few more 
days. 


Aside from the obvious fire 
hazard there is also the’ hazard 
of the fumes from the firepot 
which are deadly.

Contract 
Bridge

T GOES without saying that 

the opportunity for fine play 

is often created by optimistic 
if not downright bad bidding. 
This observation is particularly 
pertinent to today’s deal. North 
and South — South was the 
naughty one— deserved to be 
overboard at the slam they con- 
tracted for. But the hand broke 
beautifully, South played the 
hand well, and East didn’t hap- 
pen to be up to the superfine 
defense play which would still 
have beaten as. hand. 


South’s six-spade bid was 
based on what in his mind was 
a Solid spade suit. But with 
North marked with a singleton 
spade at best, on the bidding, 
such an appraisal was grossly 
optimistic.” 

West opened the club king 
with dummy’s ace winning. 
Three rounds of spades showed 
that the spade suit did turn out 
to be solid this time, although 
the odds are more than 2 to 1 
against such a 3-3 break. But 
the contract was still not as- 
sured. Either the heart ace 
had to be right, or the diamonds 
break 3-3, or failing both, a 
squeeze. 

As a starter South led un to 
dummy’s heart king-queen. How 
many East players would have 
visualized the entire hand suf- 
ficiently at this point to know 
that ducking the trick would 
make it impossible for South to 
bring in his contract? East 
actually won the heart ace and 
returned the jack. Declarer en- 
tered his hand with a high 
diamond and ran two more 
spades, getting dummy down to 
the K-7-6 of diamonds and the 
jack of clubs. West kept his 
three remaining: diamonds and 
the queen of clubs, but when 
South played the last trump he 
was cornered. He had to throw 
either a diamond or the high 
club and dummy, discarding 
after him, was able to act 
accordingly. 


Had East ducked the first 
round of hearts one of several 
things would have occurred, all 
adding up to down one for 
South. He might have assumed 
the heart ace to be with West 
and returned to his hand and 
led up to the dummy’s hearts 
again. East would then cash 
two fast tricks in the suit. More 
likely South would try for the 
diamond break first and when 
that didn’t work he would then 
have to try the doomed second 
heart lead. And note that even 
if South knew the exact hold- 
ings, the squeeze against West 
which actually had come off, 
could not have been made to 
operate. The heart duck by East 
would prevent declarer from 
getting in two rounds of the 
suit (without going down imme- 
diately) and thus there would 
be one less trick played and 
one fewer discard to be made 
by West. Just enough to remove 
the pressure.

N the day that Jaunched 
0 Hungary's glorious and 

bloody revolution a light 
fog settled on Budapest but the 
air was vibrant with the spirit 
of freedom. In a state-run ma- 
chine shop on Csepel island in 
the Danube, which divides the 
ancient cities of Buda and Pest, 
a 17-year-old apprentice named 
Emil leaned against his lathe 
and listened. The older workers 
were talking about events in 
Poland, where a new Commu- 
nist Government had stood up 
to the Russians and won new 
independence from Moscow. 

At a curtained coffee shop in 
a side street off beautiful and 
spacious Andrassy street, an 
elderly man in a faded rain- 
coat, with a heavy scarf around 
his neck, sat at a marble-top 
table. A cup of coffee grew 
cold as he read between the 
lines of the Communist news- 
papér Szabad Nep. This man, 
like most Hungarians, had no 
love for the Communists—a 
vounger brother had been im- 
prisoned on a_ trumped-up 
charge. 

In the poorer section of resi- 
dential Buda, a handful of 
women queued in front of a 
bakery shop—there had been a 
run on all food stores as the 
people tried to lay in supplies 
against some undefined eventu- 
ality. Nearby, in a rundown 
four-story apartment building, 
six or seven teen-age boys and 
girls playing hookey from 
school huddled in an unusual 
posture of quiet and expecta- 
tion. 

At the Budapest University, 
at the Polytechnic and other 
colleges angry groups of stu- 
dents gathered and shouted, to 
no one in particular, a long list 
of: complaints against 11 years 
of Moscow-dominated Commu- 
nist rule. This was supposed to 
be the Communists’ “new gen- 
eration’; it became the flower 
of the revolution. 

A few days before this his- 
toric Tuesday, Oct. 23, I had sat 
in a Budapest cafe with a young 
Hungarian intellectual who told 
me, “We are Communists, but 
we intend to be free Commu- 
nists.”” He cescribed the meet- 
ings of poets and writers held 
in recent months to hear criti- 
cism of the “terrible economic 
conditions” in Hungary and 
added: “It’s very hard to know 
what to do.” 

Now, without knowing where 
it would lead them, the poets 
and writers and college stu- 
dents were starting on an hero- 
ic adventure in man’s eternal 
search for freedom. At about 
noon, piqued by the Govern- 
ment’s cancellation of previous- 
ly granted permission to march 
to the Polish Embassy and ex- 
press sympathy with the Poles, 
the college students came to- 
gether and marched 10 abreast 
along the wide Danube quays 
to Petofi square. Some wore

red, white and green bouton- 
nieres, some carried flags with 
those national colors. 

The ranks of the marchers 
were swelled by children and 
older persons and soon, incred- 
ibly, there were 200,000 persons 
in the square, drawn magnet- 
ically to a shrine for Hungary's 
greatest hero—Sandor Petofi. 
The poet Petofi had sparked 
the 1848 Hungarian revolution 
against the Hapsburg monarchy 
with a manifesto that declared 
vow we can never be 

That line was chanted 
now, 108 years later, by people 
who had known 11 years of 
servitude. 

Word of the Petofi gather- 


ing spread throughout the 
beautiful city of 1,750,000 per- 
sons, and so did the _ spirit. 


Students seized a printing press 
and started turning out broad- 
sides demanding “Russians go 
home!” . demanding release 
of imprisoned Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty ... demanding eco- 
nomic reforms . . . demanding 
freedom of the press and free 
speech and free elections . . 
demanding a public trial for 
the ruthless Stalinist Matyas 
Rakosi, who had been ousted 
July 18 as Communist party 
secretary.

N THE narrow cobblestone 

Streets of Budapest, small 

groups of people gathered to 
sing songs of the 1848 revolu- 
tion, and the ‘“Marseillaise,” 
song of the French Revolution. 
Students, spilling out of Petofi 
square joined workers and 
housewives in ripping the So- 
viet red star from national flags 
on public buildings. Then they 
headed along Stalin boulevard 
for the most hated symbol in 
Budapest—a 25-foot bronze 
statue of Joseph Stalin. 

Some of the workers, includ- 
ing 27-year-old Zsigmund Csic- 
sery (now a refugee in the 
United States) returned to their 
factories, brought blow torches, 
ladders, wires and hammers 
and went to work on the statue. 
Csicsery used a blow torch, 
others pounded and pulled the 
Statue until it crashed to the 
pavement. 

It was at about this time that 
the people of Budapest became 
incensed at a radio broadcast 
by Communist party Secretary 
Erno Gero condemning the 
demonstrations and _ hinting 
darkly at the use of Soviet 
force. A hastily organized dele- 
gation of workers and students, 
young men and women, marched 
to the Budapest radio station. 

And it was here that the dem- 
onstration became a revolution, 
spontaneous and _§ leaderless. 
When Hungarian security po- 
lice, the dread AVH, arrested 
members of the delegation, the 
crowd of supporters swarmed 
toward the radio building. Jit- 
tery police opened fire with 
machine guns, small arms and 
tear gas, killing and maiming 
in a wild barrage against the 
unarmed. 

News of this killing 
Budapest.

streets, and army officers joined 
the revolution—so did hundreds 
of military cadets. 

“The army is with us!”

Many of those brandishing 
machine guns were teen-agers 
who earlier in the day had been 
waiting for something to hap- 
pen Other teen-agers went 
back to their dingy apartments, 
collected wine bottles from 
refuse piles, filled them with 
gasoline and stuffed the necks 
with rags—they knew about 
Molotov cocktails. 

The Communists had taught 
these young people to hate the 
West, and the young people hat- 
ed, but not in the way they were 
taught. The Communists for 11 
years had sown the wind. Now 
they were to reap the whirl- 
wind. 

The first night of the fight 
for freedom ended with the 
sounds of sporadic small arms 
and machine gun fire and the 
heavy rumble of 80 to 100 So- 
viet tanks moving into the city 
from the west. The revolution 
had only started. The worst 
part of the bloodbath was to 
come. ' 

Martial law was imposed at 
dawn, Wednesday, Oct. 24. and 
Radio Budapest announced: 
“Soviet troops are here under 
the Warsaw pact ‘the Russian- 
inspired counter to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization). 
They have been asked to put 
their lives at stake for the 
peaceful Hungarian people and 
to protect them from counter- 
revolutionaries. ... Workers of 
Budapest, accept these Soviet 
troops as your friends.”

Premier at dawn in an attempt 
to end the anti-Government 
demonstrations—demanding the 
withdrawal of all Soviet troops. 

The Soviet tanks had moved 
into position in front of the 
Parliament building, and the 
Hungarian security police were 


massed there. As the crowd 
milled about and moved in 
closer, the tanks suddenly 


erupted with gunfire that raked 
the unarmed* masses, killing 
scores whose startled and hor- 
rified expressions were frozen 
forever on their faces. 

The elation and exultation of 
the Budapest revolution became 
fierce, undying hate.. One Hun- 
garian girl of about 13 ran up 


soaked rags in one hand and a 
makeshift torch in the other. 
stuffed burning rags into the 
tank opening to drive the crew 
out. Her clothes caught fire 
and she burned to death. 

As increasing numbers of So- 
viet tanks and troops entered 
the city, and Red jets swooped 
overhead, resistance to the Rus- 
sians sprang up everywhere. 
The only organization was on a 
block-by-block basis. Generally, 
the group of freedom fighters 
in one block didn’t know what 
was going on in the next.

In New York 
City Schools 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 
WROTE recently that I did 
| not see how, without desegre- 
gation in housing, any real 
advance could be made in racial 
integration in our New York 
City school system. 


I have now had a report, how- 
ever, which tells of the things 
being done, and I am very 
pleased and proud that the New 
York City Commission on Inte- 
gration Relations, which was 
created by local law to help 
work out some of these prob- 
lems, has done suc ha success- 
ful job. 

Dr. Frank Horne, the direc- 
tor, is very able and, with his 
staff, it is hoped he will be 
able to assist the Board of Edu- 
cation in achieving better inte- 
gration of schools in spite of 
existing minority concentration 
patterns.

THESE ARE the things that 
have been done: 


“T Better zoning of school 
buildings to promote integra- 
tion. For example, in certain 


areas of the city if you zone a 
school north and south, you may 
have a total or primarily white 
school population; while if you 
zone it east and west, you might 
get a more integrated popu- 
lation. 

“2. Better selection of sites 
for new school buildings. It has 
been recommended by the com- 
mission that in the future inte- 
gration be one of the important 
factors considered in selecting 
school sites. In all cases, schools 
should be built as near as pos- 
sible to fringe or white areas 
so that it will be possible to 
have an integrated school pop- 
ulation. 

“3. The commission has also 
recommended that in area 
where the population is chang- 
ing, school buildings which are 
now inadequate should be re- 
placed or modernized as an in- 
centive to keep some. of the 
existing white residents ion the 
area. An example of this is a 
proposed new school near Pres- 
byterian Hospital in Washington 
Heights. 

“4. When children must be 
bussed to school because of 
overcrowding of the schools in 
their immediate vicinity, it is 
frequently possible to further 
integration by the selection of 


schools to which the children
